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SLAVE TRADE. 


Tue government in England, conjoined with that of France, have 
avowed their abhorrence of the slave trade, and declared a deter- 
mination to employ every practicable means for putting an end to 
the inhuman traffic. As our readers must be aware, treaties have 
heen entered into between the two countries, by which each of 
them have engaged to furnish twenty-six vessels of war to scour 
the western coast of Africa, for the purpose of capturing every 
craft that is carrying on the horrible trade. If the servants of the 
contracting powers will agree, and the vessels are to be princi- 
pally manned by Kroomen (native Africans, who work for ships 
upon the coast, and man the river and other craft), there can be 
no doubt but much good may be effected in the way of suppres- 
sion; but unless a corresponding force is stationed in the Brazils 
and off the West India Islands, so as to command the passages to 
the Spanish Main, the adventure, as a pecuniary matter, will still 
induce the slavers to risk their money in carrying it on, for the 
Joss caused by the destruction of two voyages is more than 
cleared by the success of a third ; and the hazard which is run 
cannot fail to induce the dealers to increase the number of slaves 
‘embarked in every vessel, under a hope that they will reach their 
destination, and thus cover the losses that seizure may create. 
None but those who have witnessed it canjform a true idea of. the 


terrible doings during the middle passage to the westward. The 
masters and crews of the ships engaged in the commerce have, 
from the constant associations connected with slave dealing, 
become hardened to the extreme degree of inhumanity ; and as no 
control can be exercised over their actions, they are, in brutality, 
infinitely worse than the cattle-drivers of Smithfield. The un- 
fortunate negroes are not looked upon as human beings, but con- 
sidered in the mere light of animal cargo, whose value is to be 
tested by what they will fetch on reaching port. This latter, 
however, rests with the owners and merchants, and the master 
(except he be a shareholder) and his people have no interest in 
the matter. The worst of human passions, heightened by in- 
toxication, find vent in murder, and thousands of these poor crea- 
tures have been spared the infliction of slavery by a stab of the 
assassin’s knife. The sea covers the dead, and, except to the all- 
seeing eye of the Omnipotent, the deed is unknown. We have 
gladly hailed the efforts that have been used, under the design of 
putting an end to such terrific butchery and destruction ; but we 
feel confident that there is only one mode of effectually stopping 
the slave trade, and preventing the sacrifice of life, and that is, 
by a union of all the maritime powers declaring it piracy, in- 
volving the existence of those who carry it on—not only of 
the existence of the ship-masters and men, who are mere instru- 
ments, but also of the dealers ashore, who are, in fact, the chief

THE ENGLISH STAG. 


In our Number of the 4th instant we gave the particulars of a 
recently discovered fact in Natural History, namely, the existence 
of the Jrish Elk, notwithstanding the assertions of the naturalists, 
that the animal was extinct in the island. The existence of the Stag 
in this country is a fact palpably before our eyes; but a variety has 
recently been discovered of which we find no record in the oldest 
books on zoology. It has somewhat of the gregarious habits of the 
species familiar to us, it being found in considerable numbers to- 
gether; but it differs essentially from it in another particular,—

of life. As affairs stand at present, it has been amply proved

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


SPAIN. — RUMOURED PROTEST oF THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT AGAINST THE 
MARRIAGE or THE Duke DE MONTPENSIER WITH THE INFANTA DF SPAIN. — 
The following important letter has reached us (‘' Post °) by express, from our 
correspondent at Madrid: -- 

“ Madrid, Oct. 7.— The King of the French's grand project, the marrjage of 
his youngest son with the Infanta of Spain, is in danger of being wrecked when 
full in view of the port of Barcelona, the British government having, within the 
last few days, formally announced to those of France and Spain its opposition to 
such an alliance, It very properly will not abide by what passed in private be- 
tween Queen Victoria and King`Lonis Philippe, during her Majesty's last visit 
to the Chateau of Eu. I have the above news from an authentic source, and 
future events will prove it to be correct. If the Duke de Montpensier marries 
the heir presumptive to the Spanish throne, it will be of ct armis, and against 
the will of the cabinets of Russia, Austria, Prussia, Portugal, and Great Britain. 
The ‘French pity,’ which now includes Narvaez, is I hear, in consequence, 
highly {rritated against the * heretic government,’ as it is the fashion here to 
term Sir Robert Peel and his colleagues ; nevertheless, it seems the latter are 
quite Catholic in their opposition to the above marriage.” 

Amenica: — The Britannia, Captain Hewitt, arrived in the Mersey with the 
usual mails.from Canada and the United States on Tuesday. The advices are 
of the usual meagre and unsatisfactory character. The question of war had 
been universally decided in the negative. It was rumoured that official relations 
would shortly be resumed with Mexico. The domestic affairs of the United 
States are relieved from absolute sterility only by the accounts of the Mormon 
disturbances. 

A letter in the “ St. Louis Republican,” from the editor of that paper, dated 
at Warsaw, September 17., represents the state of things among the Mormons, 
or rather among the bands of lawless men who had assumed the title of anti- 
Mormons, as most deplorable. They were carrying fire and faggot into the 
Mormon settlements in all directions, and did not confine themselves to the 
Mormons only, but Jaid waste the dwellings of all those bel Apr of favouring 
those fanatics. Down to the night of Sunder the l4th, it is stated that sixty 
houses had been burnt down in Adams and Hancock counties. The anti-Mor- 
mons had entered into an extended combination, and announced their deter. 
mination not to stop short of the expulsion of every Mormon from Hancock 
county, in which is Nauvoo; and it was apprehended that a conflict would result 
between the two arles: 

The ‘Texian and Canadian accounts, which extend to the usual date, are unim- 
portant. The Earl of Cathcart had made an official tour through the western 
portion of the province. The arrival of M. Papineau at Boston had excited 
considerable speculation as to his future political course.

THE NEW GERMAN REFORMATION. 


A German correspondent has sent a most interesting account of the reformer 
Ronge’s arrival at Worms, where he addressed the people from the market-place, 
where, 300 years before, Luther preached the doctrines of the Reformation. The 
coincidence seems to have made a deep impression. The following is our cor- 
respondent’s communication : — 

“ Worms, Oct. 5.— The entry of the Pastor Ronge and his companions into 
¿Ur ancient town was like a public festival, for he came followed by thousands 
and tens of thousands, who greeted him with continual shouts of joy. Two of 

ur most notable citizens (the one of them an Israelite) voluntarily offered their 
Lesidences to serve for a place of worship, where the German Catholic Divine 
tervice should be performed. Our inhabitants, Catholics and Protestants, under- 

ook to arrange the place, and succeeded in changing it into a well-adorned 
temple, with also several galleries, and other necessary accommodations. How- 
ever, the number of persons wishing to attend being very considerable, it was 
found necessary to resort to another expedient, and on the very day of its per- 
formance, a tent was erected in the open air, in which more than 15,000 could 
thus listen to the words spoken on the occasion by the great reformer of our 
days, and which words, though simple and without any oratorical ornament, 
were still very impressive, and produced a great effect on the multitude of his 
hearers. The good ladies of our town presented the German Catholic Church 
with a cup and other vessels, necessary for its service, and these were offered to 
M. Ronge and the other officiating divines. Owing to the great number of 
strangers present, no member of our German Catholic community partook of the 
sacrament, which was administered under both forms on the occasion to, how- 
ever, no Jess than 300 persons, among whom were those belonging to the German 
Catholic communities of Maunheim, Grunstadt, and of Neustadt, near the river 
Hardt. The good effects of M. Ronge’s visit to our town will be very consider- 
able, Since the time of the Reformation such a multitude of people never assem- 
bled here, and thousands of persons will now spread the seed of the new church 
far and wide. It was a most interesting sight to see the reformers of the nine- 
teenth century addressing the people in the very market-place where Luther did 
80 300 years before him, and he himself seemed to have been impressed when he 
called out vivat Luther! 

Darmstavt, OCT. 6. — The Pastor Ronge arrived here to-day, accompanied by 
200 of our citizens, who went out to meet him at Gerusheim, on his way here 
from Worms, besides, also, a great multitude who crowded from all parts to greet 
his entrance in our town. On the second salute being shouted, the members of 
the Philharmonic Society here chaunted the hymn, “ Eine ;feste Burgist unser 
Gott,” A strong citadel, &c. The joyous acclamation of the multitude was, how- 
ever, atits height when.M. Ronge addressed them from the balcony of the hotel, 
where he took up his quarters, a few minutes after his arrival there, thanking 
them, in the most tender expressions, for the sympathy which they evince forthe 
cause of reform, To-morrow divine service kill be performed by the German 
Catholic community here in the grand room cf the hotel, it being prohibited to 
perform the same in the open air, nor has the use of a church been as yet allowed 
and it is a pity that only from 1200 to 1500 persons will be able to find room. 4 

Orrenbacn, Oct. 6,— The Pastor Keilman has just received an invitation to 
officiate on the day after to-morrow, at Wiesbaden, in company with Messrs, 
Ronge and Dowiat. The divine service will be performed in a private place; 
however, care will be taken that accommodation be provided for a number of 
pene The written adhesion of both Catholics and Protestants who intend to 
oin our German Catholic community still continues without intermission, 

SILESIAN MOVEMENTS. — We learn from Silesia that very many Bohemian 
families have left their native land on account of religion, and entered the 
Liegnitz district, with the design of uniting with the Silesian Catholic dis- 
sidents. The government of Prague, it is said, formally applied to have them 
delivered up, but the president of Liegnitz, Mons. de Witzleben, having applied 
to {the Prussian government for instructions, received for answer, that although 
there assuredly existed be`ween Austria and Prussia a mutual ag: cement for the 
delivery up of criminals, emigrants for conscicnce-sake could not be regarded in 
that light by Prussia, who herself guarantees religious freedom to her own sub- 
ee of every confession, In consequence of which reply the Prague authorities 
lave desisted from their demand, having no civil offence to allege against these 
fugitives from ecclesiastical tyranny. That they will not long remain without 
followers seems hopeful, from the following statement, which we have froma 
respectable source: —* Jt is well known that those noble Bohemian families 
who 200 years ago were forced into the Roman Catholic Church by the rowerful 
persuasives —/ire and sword —are even to the present day distinguished bya 
peculiar moderation and reserve in their religious profession, which indicates 
more conformity with the outward observances.than zeal for the dogmas of the 
Romish Church, Among those noble descendants of an army of martyrs, old 
recollections are said to have been powerfully revived by the late religious move- 
ments, and uviting with patriotic feelings to threaten important results at no dis- 
tant date. Nor are the Brble Christians of the Catholic Church extirpated 
although they have been silenced.” 4 r 

Noman CATHOLIC MOVEMENTS, — A Magdeburg paper announces that the 
Prince Bishop Von Dicpenbroch has threa'cned the late priest Nitschke with 
excommunication and degradation, which, unless the princebishop relents, or 
the priest returns to the bosom of the true Church, will beekecutet within three 
weeks with all the forinalities of “ bed, book, and candle light.” 

MOST IMPORTANT NEWS FROM THE RIVER PLATE. 

PLymourn, Ocr. 12.— The brig Magnolia, Captain Thomas Johnson, left 
Buenos Ayres on the merning of the 7th of August, and arrived at Plymouth on 
the 12th of October — sixty-two days’ passage. At the time of her departure 
the greatest consternation prevailed, and a warlike collision was hourly expected. 
The crews of the Argentine squadron had been brought to Buenos Ayres by the 
English steamer Firebrand and the French steamer Fulton, and in the latter, on 
the morning of the 7th, was General or Admiral Brown, The English flag had 
been hoisted on board one of the Argentine cquadron, 

On the arrival of the Firebrand and Fulton, the beach at Buenos Ayres was 
crowded with Englishmen and other foreigners, anxiously awailing the news 
from Monte Video. 

The English resident landowners, with their labourers, had abandoned their 
estates, and Captain Johnson, with other masters of British vessels, had, about 
ten days before leaving, received notice from Captain Hotham, of the war-steamer 
Gorgon, to he prepared, if required, to take British subjects on board. 

On the 7th of August there were at Buenos Ayres the Gorgon and Fire- 
brand steamers, and the Dolphin schooner, with some other British vessels 
of war; but at Monte Video there was a far greater fleet, consisting of English, 
pe er Brazilians -—the latter under the orders of the English command- 
ng officer. 

The Buenos Ayreans had sunk vessels in the river to prevent the approach of 
the combined squadrons, and they had proc’ aimed a severe conscription. Every 
male born in the country, of sufficient age, was liable to serve, whether of native 
or foreign parentage. “Everything was looking warlike, no native labourers 
could be obtained, and the streets were deserted. 

The exchange at Buenos Ayres had fallen to 3}, and Captain Johnson was 
obliged to give 360 per cent. more for his provisions than he would have had to 
pay six days previously. Freights :—6/. dry hides, offered for the continent;

MANIFESTO OF THE ENGLISH AND FRENCH MINISTERS. 


; (From the “ Liverpool Times” of Tuesday.) 
We have received, by way of Brazil, accounts from Monte Video to the 7th of 
August. They are most important, We learn from them that Mr. Ouseley ana 
Count Deffaudis demanded their passports from the Buenos Ayrean government, 


and left the Buenos Ayrean territory on the Ist of August. They landed at 
Monte Video on the 2d, and one of their first steps, after arriving there, was to 
address a manifesto to Senor Santiago Vasquez, the Monte Videan minister of 
foreign affairs, and to cause it to be published for the information of the publ'c. 

In furtherance of the determination of the governments of England and 
France “to combat now and ever” the claims of the government of Buenos 
Ayres to dictate to the peopis of Monte Video whom they shall have for their 
president, the English and French squadrons have seized upon the blockading 
squadron, and sent off Admiral Brown and`the crews of his vessels to Buenos 
Ayres, in the French steamer Fulton and the English steamer Firebrand. They 
have also established'a strict blockade of the Bucio, of Colonia, and of the other 
ports in the Monte Videan territory through which General Oribe derives all his 
supplies, except those of beef, which he obtains by plundering the country, and 
have landed from 1500 to 1600 French and English marines —a force quite sufti- 
cient to deprive Oribe of all chance either of taking the city of Monte Video, or 
of remaining for any length of time in the Monte Videan territory. Up to the 
latest accounts, he continued to defy the orders of the English and French go- 
vernments, but his resistance is purely ridiculous, and must cease very shortly, 
either from the defeat or the gr hed hisarmy. Meanwhile, the grand object 
of preserving the independence of the east bank of the river Plate, and thus of 
rendering it impossible for the Buenos Ayrean government to cut off the in er- 
course of European nations with the interior of South America, has been com- 
pl-tely effected. ‘

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RAILWAYS AND THEIR DIRECTORS. 


When railway schemes were more in their infancy than they are at present, it 
was considered absolutely essential that the provisional committees should con- 
sist of men of character and wealth, and a dozen or twenty names was the usual 
number in a committee. Now, however, we find the provisional committees 
reckon their numbers, not by the dozen or the score, but by hundreds. In point 
of quality, they appear to consider an inverse proportion should be established, 
so that the quantity and quality together may make something like an average 
proportion, and they give in breadth what they want in depth. But, in truth, 
the matter deserves serious consideration. Are the respectable portions of these 
provisional committees, and the general body of the subscribers to the parlia+ 
mentary contracts, aware of the risks they run by their connections with men of 
such characters as we have described? Most persons who join in these schemes, 
either as members of the committee or as subscribers, fancy they are only liable 
for the deposit upon the shares they, take. Many, we fear, will find themselves 
bitterly mistaken inthis matter, The deed which they sign does, it is true, sti- 
pulate that the parties th«reto shall not be called on for any sums beyond their 
deposit until the act of incorporation be obtained. But this agreement is only 
binding as among themselves. It has no validity beyond the parties who sign it 
as partners in the undertaking ; aud every member of the committee, and every 
shareholder of the company, is liable individually for the whole of the debts con- 
tracted for engineering, advertising, law, parliamentary, and other expenses. 
The deposits are bag hese paid to some banker; but suppose some three or more 
of these “ esquires ” to laytheir heads together, and determine that this money 
will be safer in their own private custody than at the bankers, and as it is gene- 
rally arranged that three directors signing a check may draw out money from 
the bankers, and companics in their incipient state do not usually make the most 
perfect arrangements, it might not be difficult for some of these very ingenious 
gentlemen to devise a plau by which the whole of the deposits might be carried 
off on the same day that they discovered a trip upon the Continent essential for 
their health. We'should find no difficulty in putting our finger on some half a 
dozen or more names in each of several companies now before the public, any 
one of whom would arrange this little interlude quite artistler. The common 
law regulating joint stock companies renders every shareholder individually 
liable for the whole debts of the company, and the new law of last session renders 
recovery by creditors much easier than befure; and we cannot but fear that 
many who now calculate their profits in premiums on shares may, before many 
months, find themselves placed in very unpleasant circumstances in having to 
answer in their own persons tome of the very heavy expenses now being 
incurred on many of the railway schemes at present competing for the public 
credulity. Many of the schemes now before the public are based on fraud. They 
are never intended to be prosecuted beyond a certain length, and it remains for 
the turn of the die to decide whether the concocters are to be remunerated by 
the premiums extracted from the public, or by even more questionable means. 
There are many of the projects, however, which are before the public that are of 
national importance, and are supported by parties of high character ; but the 
equally large numbers which have been concocted in fraud and carried on by 
knavery, renders it imperative on all who would escape loss, perhaps even utter 
ruin, to discriminate well as to what schemes they may support; for it must be 
remembered that it is not because a company may publish a few respectable 
names amongst its managers that safety can be secured, for these parties may 
themselves be the dupes of designing men, who only use them as decoys to the 
unsuspecting. And it should never be forgotten that, under the law of joint- 
stock companies, every person who has signed the deed, even for a single share, 
is liable to the whole extent of his property for the common debts of the com- 
pany, which liability only ceases when the Act of Parliament for the incorpora- 
tion of the company has been obtained.—Zimes.

Tne TUNBRIDGE WELLS, BRIGHTON, AND HASTINGS JUNCTION RAILWAY.—The 
design is one which it is ve importantfshould be carried out ; it would be the 
means of connecting the fashionable watering-places of Brighton, Hastings, and 
Tunbridge Wells, upon the visitors of which towns, and the inhabitants of the 
adjacent neighbourhoods, it would confer great advantages.

Within the last few days, a project, with the title of the Great Western of 
Canada Company, has made its appearance, to swell the already gigantic list of 
railway undertakings. ‘The capital proposed to be raised by the Company is, 
1,350,000/., which will be divided into shares of 22/. 10s. each.’ The most curious 
feature connected with this speculation is that, simultaneously with the promul- 
gation of the prospectus, the Company announced that the indispensable propor- 
tion of the capital was subscrived tor.

are rather those of a sculptor than a goldsmith ; now I have considerable unter- 
takings in bronze, so that if you will go with me to England, I will at once make

he penchant of these conductors for sixpences is beyond dispute. 
Let those who will read this letter in the country, and who are about 
to visit London, take care that by this they are not entrapped. One 
day when I wanted to go to Camberwell, I was seduced into an 
omnibus, on the pretext that it was going close by, when, alas! it 
set me down near Clapham, and gave mea walk of a mile and a half. 
Pranks of this kind are often played when people know not the 
road; and though their mortification may not be so great as that of 
the Frenchman, who from his imperfect pronunciation was taken 
to Cheltenham instead of Chatham, it will be well to remember that 
the motto of all conductors is — 


Only get sixpence. 

This “ only” leads to many and constant inconveniences. I make 
my way, for instance, from my lodgings in New Street into the 
Strand, and hold up my stick to the conductor of the first “bus ” 
going to Sloane Street; what now happens? He stops — flings open 
the door—and the moment my left foot is on the step, cries out, 
“ Allright,” when in fact all is wrong. I am only saved from falling 
headlong by some kind gentleman or “lady fair,” who seizes me by 
the arm; while other “good Samaritans” pull me in, and scarcely 
prevent my suffering another upset] by holding me astwo bathing 
women do a lady they are about to submerge, till I have taken my 
seat. No wonder that the surgeon has many a job, and ithe truss- 
maker many a'purchaser, when these violent jerkings are given to 
eee of her Majesty’s liege and faithful subjects every day in 
the year, 

‘A few minutes only pass, and the vehicle shakes up its inmates, as 
if they were about to be taken as a draught by some ogre, and then 
brings them suddenly to halt. I,see! It is a gentlemen with his 
little daughter: she of course enters first, but as she cannot thread 
the mazes of legs, sticks, and umbrellas quickly enough for the con- 
ductor, he bangs the door against the hinder parts of her father, with 
a noise which would crack the drums of our ears were they at all 
crackable; and so violent is the slam, that it is marvellous, often re- 
peated as it is, that it has not smashed, long since, a thousand elbows, 
On we go again—rapidly do shops, houses, lamp-posts, and the 
china of life in its gentry, and the crockery of life im its commonalty, 
fly by’; and we have only to encounter the ups and *downs, and jolt- 
ings, first on one side and then on the other, common to all omni- 
buses when not brimful. But a little way beyond me on the other 
side is a lady in a nice morning dress, unspotted like herself, and 
as unruffled as her own temper; she puts her little velvet bag into 
her left hand, fastening its chain, for security, round her wrist, gives 
her mantilla the requisite touch, tries if her brooch is secure—for 
there is a portrait in it, and it has a knack of gettin unfastened— 
and with the fore-finger of her neatly-gloved right hand points

man” of heroic mood to have an omnibus drawn up to the kerb, 
would expose him to sneers and taunts, which it is hard to bear; and 
ladies, unattended, seem commonly doomed to trip over the dirty 
roads, and to thread their way through any spaces they can find 
between vehicles which have stopped or are in motion, and at the 
very heads of horses, suffering perhaps some injuries from collision 
—as well as they are able, 

It is passing strange that no effective means have yet been em- 
ployed to keep the carriage ways of this vast metropolis in even a 
tolerable state. Would that in these speculating days, some inge- 
nious projector were found to place mud at a premium ; we should 
then assuredly be free from a monstrous nuisance, and he would be 
fully entitled while living to a fortune, and when dead to a statue, 

Till he appears, the conductors of our omnibuses should be better 
conducted, and be required to land their passengers of both sexes 
close to the kerb, and to avert other inconveniences, to withhold the 
cry of “all right” till their patrons are fairly seated, or let out of the 
vehicle. Means might be easily adopted to make and keep these men 
civil, and th are demanded by public safety and public health. 
And then, why should not the plan in the Paris omnibuses become 
general. There, a line runs along the ceiling, with a handle for 
every passenger, so that he may put in action a bell at the ear of the 
conductor, intimating at once his desire to stop. There, too, pay- 
ment is made by each one on entering; a practice we ought to have 
borrowed, when the Parisians lent us the vehicle, 

The love of sixpences, to which I have alluded as strong in the 
bosoms of omnibus conductors, is equally so in the hearts of cab 
drivers. This race, like that just mentioned, is of recent date. 
London was for ages without a cabriolet, Ina Sse illustrated 
“ Pennant” in the library of the British Museum, there is a drawing. 
of Temple Bar, at the time when the benevolent practice of spiking 
human Seale over the arch had not gone out of fashion; and just be- 
low, a carriage appears, which is described in another print as that 
of “ the ingenious Mr. Moore;” a carriage strongly resembling — 
strange to say — some of our newest cabs, A portion of the same 
objects has long been hanging in one of the rooms of Messrs, 
Child’s banking-house. Yet at a time when Paris numbered more 
than a thousand cabriolets, London had not one. But familiar 
as we are with “ adaptations from the French,” this was not added to 
the long list till about a quarter of a century ago, when the straight 
line of the old hackney coach was set aside to a great extent by 
the angular, diagonal, serpentine, zigzag, and hurry skurry velocities 
of the cabriolet. 

And doubtless, when well appointed, and well conducted, a cab is 
a public advantage; but the drivers of these vehicles should be taugh€ 
to do much better. A fortnight ago, for instance, I was leaving a 
railway terminus, and after applying to several who said they were 
engaged — which I Beare doubt, or rather entirely disbelieve — one 
of these knights of the whip consented to take me to the spot at which 
it was necessary I should quickly arrive. Off then we set; but I was 
soon roused from a reverie into which I had fallen by a toll-gate 
keeper, who coolly demanded five-pence; and only then I discovered

towards the door, gracefully inclining the upper part of her person 
in that direction. The cue is clear, and all the gallantry just b is 
in immediate requisition to apprise the conductor that a lady wishes 
to stop. Another shaking of the passengers now takes place, but 
hand after hand assists her to the door, on arriving at which she is 
nearly thrown down by a jerk, against which it is often extremely 
difficult to stand. . 
She reaches the first step, and—ah !—there she takes out a shilling. 
Often have I seen this with feelings I could scarcely restrain, and 
when I could not speak I have groaned in spirit, and I cannot recur 
to it without saying, “ Women of England, never do this; get your 
money, as well as your pelerins, quite ready before you move from 
your seats, and never pay till you are safely out, It was only a few 
days ago I saved one of you from being thrown into the road by 
seizing her round the waist, and it isa wonder that many are not fre- 
quently and seriously hurt. Ye fair ones of our country, the delight 
of our eyes and our hearts, never—no, never—stand to pay on the 
SPR of an omnibus. 3 
ut our lady passenger has received her sixpence, and where is she 
now? Why, in the middle ofa road. It has been raining during the 
night, and the mud on the stones is two inches thick. Alas! too, she 
has thin shoes on, for there seems to be a never-changing fashion in 
thin shoes. I hope the favoured one whose miniature she wears, and 
to whom those pretty little feet will soon belong, will take care that 
they are far better protected. Nor are thin shoes the only peril ; a 
carriage at full speed is just in front, a cab hurryin helter skelter is 
on the right, and on the left, one of those flibbertigibbet-driven things 
which put the lives of multitudes daily and hourly in peril—a butcher’s 
cart. And then I can see through the little window at the back of 
the “ bus,” it is equally dangerous from vehicles dashing from that 
direction too; but I am glad a gentleman, with politeness worthy of 
the fayoured one himself, has seized the rein of the cab-horse, not- 
withstanding the loud and threatening growlings of the burly driver, 
and has handed her to the pavement with no more harm than she has 
uffered already from the fright, and may yet endure, though 1 hope 
she will not, from her cartridge paper soled shoes, By the way; I was 
eh! gallant last week.

RAILWAY RESPONSIBILITIES. 


It would be absurd, and contrary to all experience, to expect the 
present enormous railway movement to pass on its way without 
leaving some trace of evil behind it. It is a great upheaving of 
national energy ; its object is the extension of the new and bene- 
ficial power of steam for the perfection of internal communication ; 
its cost is counted by hundreds of millions, and its ramifications and 
perfection will employ many thousands of labourers for years to 
come. Such things do not happen every day, or every year, A 
whole country can only be stirred up to energetic action upon 
great occasions, but being once in harness, some interest, some 
class, and many individuals, more or less according to circum- 
stances, are sure to suffer. It is the price paid for great changes 
— it is a portion of the inevitable result of enlarged alterations in 
existing modes, be they what they may. Thus the printing press 
dried the inkhorns and stayed the busy pens of the scribes; the 
spinning-jenny took the crust from the mouth and the wheel from 
the cottage door of many a Lancashire widow ; the canal injured 
the carrier; and now the railways ruin roadside inns and turnpike 
trusts. Yet no man would destroy the types of Caxton, the 
machinery of Arkwright, the canals of Brindley, or the engines 
of Watt; nor by the same rule should he desire to stay the exist- 
ing appetite for the establishment of new railways, because mis- 
chief may be done by insane speculation, or by the dishonest 
schemes of clever vagabonds. Our chief daily provider of news 
—the oracle of Printing House Square—has, of course, attended to 
the deity of the hour. With pockets full of railway money and 
columns full to bursting with railroad advertisements, space is 
found in which to show some little good sense mingled with much 
ill-nature. “The Thunderer” condescends to tell us how easily 
the deposits of a railway company mayjbe all stolen if four thieves 
should happen to be on the list of the Provisional Committee, and 
if the other members of that Committee should be careless enough 
to allow the aforesaid four so to rob their colleagues under their 
very noses. The same authority has also very ominously croaked 
out its forebodings about the “responsibility of those who take 
even a single share in a new company,” repeating what has often 
been said before, and what is very generally understood, that each 
subscriber is liable for all the debts incurred by the Company 
before an act of parliament is obtained to limit the liability. A 
very doleful picture is also painted of ruin to be incurred in this 
way, and there is little doubt but many a quiet capitalist, who was 
half tempted “to speculate a trifle in scrip,” has been frightened 
into buttoning up his pocket and burning his letter of application 
by the hints of “ The Times” and the jokes of “ Punch.” 

As regards the legal responsibility of the persons who apply for 
shares in a new company, and having obtained an allotment, pay 
the deposits and sign the deed, there can be nodoubt. That deed 
is like a bill of exchange — every name upon it is responsible. 
But, like the endorser of a bill of exchange, the signature is given 
in exchange for value or supposed value, and every man who can 
write knows, or ought to know, that when he signs a paper he does 
a legal and binding act, and therefore ought not to sign without 
In the case of railway deeds, that good reason 
addresses itself to the signer in shape of premiums. He who would 
have premiums must sign—and he who hesitates to do that of 
course avoids the responsibility, but he also, be it remembered, 
loses the profit, Nothing venture nothing have, 


With their own pouches quite full, “ The Times ” shouts “ Take 
care of your pockets — there are rogues in railways — have no- 
thing to do with them.” It would be just as true and just as 
wise for the oracle of Printing House Square to call out, “If you 
don’t wish to be robbed beware of Fleet Street — there are 
pickpockets in Fleet Street — Fleet Street must be stopped.” Be- 
cause some vagabonds of yesterday are directors to day, rail- 
ways, according to “ The Times’” logic, must be ruination, For 
fear of the rogue we must avoid the thoroughfare — to secure our 
handkerchief we must give up our walk —for one Jonas we 
should sink a whole ship. 

Would it not be wiser and bolder and better for the whole press 
to unite for the suppression of the nuisance, and would it not have 
been more worthy of its high position for “ The Times” to point 
out with manly courage the black sheep to which it alludes, 
rather than hurl suspicion upon the whole of the railroad plans 
now before the public? Some thousands sterling were subscribed 
to reward the exposé of an extensive system of swindling abroad 
— let the same journal undertake to expose the swindling which 
it would have us believe exists at home. In the meantime, the 
public must be true to themselves and not risk their money and 
their signature upon any project to which they fail to find attached 
the security of the name of some man of well-known commercial 
means and integrity, Monetary power and long tried probity should 
bethe only guarantees regarded as sufficient to justify the venture 
of railway responsibility.

OXFORD AND SALISBURY DIRECT. 


A numerous and influential meeting of the provisional committee of the above 
company was held on Wednesday, at the London Coffee-house, Ludgate-hill ; 
Henry Stock, Esq., of Beddgelert, North Wales, in the chair, Mr. Preston (or 
the firm of Elmslie and Preston, solicitors to the company,) stated that the ob. 
ject of the company was to make a line of railway from the city of Oxford to the 
city of Salisbury, in a part of the country in which they had no reason‘to antici- 
pate opposition, inasmuch as {the inhabitants of all the cities and towns through 
which the line passed had expressed their intention of su porting it in every way. 
Four lines were already projected to the port of Poole, which no doubt would be- 
come in time a formidable rival to Southampton. From Salisbury the line pro- 
ceeded through the Valley of the Bowen up to the town of Hungerford, a small 
capital of a considerable agricultural district, Salisbury itself being also a capital 
of a very large district of a similar description, although formerly possessing most 
extensive manufactures in {Mannel and ardware, in which branches of trade its 
immense water-power so long gave itpre-eminence. It had, besides, a very con- 
siderable carrying trade, which had been subsequent! destroyed by the railways, 
it having been found that it was'cheaper to sen goode to London, and thence to 
their destination, by railway, than direct by the common roads. From Hunger- 
ford the line proceeded to Wantage, where a pitch market had been recently estab- 
lished with great success, but whose trade would in all probability be quadrupled by 
the establishment of the’proposed line. From Wantage it proceeded to Abingdon, a 
own which had suffered most materially from the neglect of the Great Western 
Railway Company, who, instead of running their trunk line through the 
town, had left it at the distance of about four miles, the consequence of which 
was, that the inhabitants of that large trading town found extreme difficulty in 
conveying themselves and goods to the districts in which their customers resided, 
A greater proof of the interest which the inhabitants of that town took in the 
proposed line could not be given than the presence at that meeting of the Mayor 
and one of the aldermen of that town. Pursuant to a requisition presented to 
tke Mayor, a public meeting is shortly to be held in support of the line. A great 
amount of business was transacted at Abingdon ; three of the c othing establish- 
ments there ic to a 1,000 hands each. From Abingdon the line proceeded to 
Oxford, from whence lines were projected to Rugby and several other important 
pisces: The Oxford and Salisbury Railway would thus form part of a long trunk 
ine from the very south to the north of England, and become a poriion of the 
great integral | ne from Poole to Edinburgh. The traffic between Oxford and 
Salisbury at present was not very great, owing to the great difficulty of transit, but 
they had a confident expectation of a vast increase from the augmented facilities 
which would be given by the proposed line. Salisbury at present was frorn 
twenty to thirty miles distant from any railway. Iu the present day any town 
which was precluded from the advantage of a railway must be well nigh extin- 
guished. The engineer, Mr. Brees, a gentleman of the highest talent, and who 
came to the company with the strong recommendations of Coloael Landmann, 
Sir John M‘Neil, and Mr. Robert Stephenson, men standing confessedly at the 
head of their profession, had gone over the line, and found the engineering 
difficulties exceedingly slight. The whole length of the line would be fifty-two 
miles, but a considerable portion would run upon the Kennet and Avon Canal 
and other railways, leaving the actual work to be executed about forty miles. A 
far greater number of shares had aroy been applied for than the amount pre- 
scribed, — Mr. Brees entered into an explanation of the engineering merits of the 
line, in which he stated there were only two places where any difficulties existed 
but which could both be easily overcome, the line having taken the natural 
course of the country. — Resolutions were then passed for the establishment of 
the company, the appointment of officers, and other matters, and the meeting 
separated.

The object of this railway is to connect, in the most direct course, the important and in- 
Chae 5 manufacturing town of Leeds with the metropolis, the want of which has long 
been felt, and is too universally acknowledged to need ány comment ; and it is under th 
conviction that this important undertaking, after several minute examinations of the 
country through which it will pass, has been brought forward.

We present our readers with an engraving of a superb bust of the 
celebrated and far-famed professor of natural history in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, now placed in the museum. This noble work, 
executed by Mr. Steele, is one of 
those master-pieces we seldom 
meet with. We can only convey 
a true picture of it by describing 
it as the perfect image and the 
very soul of the distinguished 
professor chiseled out of a lifeless 

mass; or, as an able writer 
beautifully expresses, “The calm, 
thoughtful, earnest expression of 
the veteran philosopher has been 
so distinctly and visibly stamped 
on the marble, that few strangers 
ever will look upon the bust 
without forming a clear and just 
conception of the character of 
the man it represents.” The bust 
stands on an elegant column of 
the finest Aberdeen granite; and 
was presented to the pofenor by 
his friends and pupils; many ot 
the latter rank among the most 
distinguished men in the country.

It is always a'source of pleasure to witness the progress of the twin sisters, Benevolence and Humanity, 
and though in the dispensations of their bounty they may sometimes inculcate principles of impro- 
vidence, yet such is not their intention, and it is only the wretches of society, who mostly defeat their 
own purposes, that would seek to take advantage of generosity of heart.

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{RAILWAY ACCIDENTS AND THEIR REMEDIES. - 
LEE’S BREAKS. 


The amazing increase of railways, and the rapidity with which 
they are superseding all other roads in connecting together each im- 
portant town in the United Kingdom with every other, are forcing 
upon the public attention the paramount necessity of oesiaing and 
adopting every possible means of conducting this rapid mode of con- 
veyance with entire safety to the passengers, or, at any rate, with the 
least practicable liability to accident. 

The details of the accidents which have from time to time oc- 
curred, are too painful to be dwelt upon for any purpose less import- 
ant than that of endeavouring to ascertain the circumstances whereby 
these sad casualties have been produced. But with this high object 
in view, we are all called upon to give our best attention to these 
calamitous occurrences, and we may feel assured that no such inquiries 
will be fruitless, provided they are conducted with a sincere disposi- 
tion to examine all the peculiarities of each case, and to mark wherein 
lie those practical defects of construction, or of arrangement, by which 
railway accidents are now produced, or rendered more destructive, 
and by the remedy of which greater safety may confidently be se- 
cured, 

By the reports of these accidents, we are constantly informed that 
the difficulty of suddenly, and on instant occasions, arresting the pro- 
gress of the train, is a circumstance attendant on nearly every case of 
accident, and greatly promotive of fatal consequences. We read, 
that even with the prospect of certain destruction, the ill-fated pas- 
sengers are inevitably carried hundreds of yards before the train can 
be stopped; that after the force of the steam is quelled, the momen- 
tum of the train mocks, for a fatal period, the desperate attempts of 
the guards ; and that, during this period, collision frequently happens, 
which, could the carriages have been stopped in a shorter space, 
might have been altogether avoided. 

n plain terms, the superinducing cause of such accidents is not a 
necessary consequence of the velocity of the train, or of the ill-timed 
movements by which the collision is immediately brought about, but, 
simply, the defective cert in use for stopping the wheels of the car- 
hes (a the imperfect breaks applied. 

nder this conviction, therefore, we must regard with interest all 
attempts made to introduce improvements in this apparatus; and

| wherever such improvements are demonstrated to be really promotive 


of the end sought, it becomes a public and a legislative duty to see 
that they are fully and fairly carried into general practice. 

With this view it is desirable that public attention be at once 
directed to some most important improvements in the breaking ap- 
paratus of railway carriages patented by Mr. John Lee, and which 
realise all that can be expected of safety in railway travelling.

Cornwall has long been struggling to procure the benefits of railway communication, 
but ge nae amongst ita friends have for several successive years prevented any scheme 

m being ca: out. 

At len on the 20th of August last, at a full County Meeting, at Bodmin, presided 
over by the High Sheriff, it was unanimously resolved :—* That the general interests of 
the county of Cornwall, as well as of thefpublic at large, absolutely require that no trunk 
line should be sanctioned through the county which does not afford the most direct, cen- 
tral, safe, and continuous railway communication from Falmouth and Penzance to Lon- 
don.” This decision, in conjunction with the appearance of the scheme of the North 
Devon Company, has appeared to the promoter; of the Great Western and Falmouth 
Junction Railway to present a favourable opportunity for bringing before the public a 
central line, on the gauge, which, by the combination of four powerful companies, 
is now, it ev id said, brought almost to the borders of Cornwall. 

The Great Western Railway, already open to Exeter, is now being extended to Credi- 
ton, and from thence the North Devon Company intend to construct a main line to join 
their North and South Devon Line in the neighbourhood. of Hatherleigh, thirty miles 
directly west from Exeter, and about seventy miles from Falmouth. 

The Great Westem and Falmouth Junction Railway will commence ncar Hather- 
leigh, and will be about seventy miles in length, and form a direct extension of the line 
from Crediton to that place, proposed by the North Devon Company, and will thence 
proceed by Launceston, Bodmin, and Truro, to Falmouth ; and in order to preserve the 
old line of communication from Cornwall to Plymouth, admitted to be of great local im- 
portance, a branch will run from the main liné near Bodmin, through or near Liskeard, 

o join the South Devon and Tavistock Railway, near Plymouth. 

y means of this railway, and the North Devon, Crediton and Exeter, Bristol and 
Exeter, and Great Western Railways, there will be a direct and unbroken line on the 
broad gauge from Falmouth through Exeter, to London, on the one hand, and to Ply- 
mouth and the south coast on the other: and it will also be connected with the railways 
and canals already existing in Cornwall, and by branches with all the most important 
towns in that county and the north of Devon. It is also intended that the line shall be 
the best in engineering qualities which the natural formation of the country will allow, 
and that the formidable difficulties which induced the Board of Trade to report to Par- 
liament against the late Cornwall and Devon Central Line shall be avoided. 

This scheme has a decided advantage over any other at present proposed for giving to 
Cornwall the benefits of Railway communication, and is the only Line which can with 
certainty effect the object to which the County became pledged, by the Resolution of the 
20th of August last — no other line affords “ direct, central, safe, and continuous Railway 
communication from Falmouth and Penzance to London.” The Cornwall and Devon 
Central Railway will not ensure a continuous Line from Falmouth to London, until 
three other independent Companies shall have succeeded in obtaining their Bills ; and 
these projected Lines have also to contend against the opposition of through and integral 
Lines from London to Exeter. The West of England below Exeter is obviously the 
Country of the Broad Gauge, and there is no probability that Parliament will sanction 
the introduction of any other Gauge into that district, which would be productive of 
endless confusion and inconvenience. With the South Devon Line on the one hand, the 
projected North Devon Line on the other, the Exeter and Crediton and its projected

The importance of connecting remató pervs of ‘England railways, with the ad- 
vantages thereby conferred upon intermediate towns and districts, can scarcely be better 
exemplified than by the line which is now pro to form a short and direct channel of 
intercourse between Oxford and Salisbury.

J. W., Smith. — Ignatius or Inigo Loyola, was a Biscayan officer of noble 
birth in the Spanish army, at the commencement of the reign of Charles V. He 
was a man of most enthusiastic mind, and had run through a career of gallantry 
and pleasure. Being severel wounded in an engagement, he was confined for a 
nesh of time previous to his recovery, during which a revolution gradually 
took place in his feelings and habits, and at length, when out 
of danger, he formed the determined resolution to devote the 
remainder of his life to piety and religious pursuits, for the pur- 
pose of reclaiming the minds of his fellow creatures from 
vanity and sin. The better to effect his purpose he established 
the Order of Jesuits. In 1534 he was in Paris, and Francis | 
Xavier, Lainez, Salmeron, Bobadella, Rodriguez, and Le Fevre f 
having joined him, they entered into a solemn compact to main- 
tain and propagate his views, which were strictly monarchical 
in politics, and, consequently, calculated to be a support to the 
holy see at Rome. It may naturally be supposed that the Pope 
(Paul III.) was favourable to the Order, and decided that the 
members should wear no monkish garb, but dress in black, like 
the secular priests. The first bull issued authorising the societ 
was in 154U. Ignatius died 3lst July, 1556, and was succeed 
by Lainez. Since then the members of the Order have spread 
themselves to every part of the globe. As great discussion and 
even hostile feelings and actions have awakened curiosity upon 
this subject, we have given a portrait of the founder, taken from 
a painting by Rubens, which is now in Warwick Castle, and we 
trust that the following statement relative to the proceedings of 
the society to the present time will be found to be interesting. 
The different establishments of the Order are variously called. 
There are the Houses of Profession, which possess no property, 
and in which the father Jesuits — the professed of the Order— 
live in common, The Residences are establishments of less 
importance, and have the right of possessing property. The 
Houses, properly so called, are embryo establishments in coun- 
tries where the compan has tried to penetrate. The missions 
are formed by isolated Jesuits, who feel their way. A mission 
becomes by degrees, by the adjunction of new members, a col- 
lege, or a nursery, for the company, or a home of probation, 
or a residence. The seminaries are the special establishments 
in which the society gives its theological instruction. 

On the suppression of the order by Kopa Clement XIV., in 
1773, most of the papers were destroyed. Notwithstanding the 
papal bull, the society continued to exist openly in Russia. The 
Fhlefs, in the interval, and until 1805, when the order was re- 
established by a bull of Pope Pius VII., assumed (instead of 
the name “ general”) the title of “* Vicars-General in White 
Russia.” It is now forty years since the company has been re- ‘fy 
constituted in an official. manner. In and out of Europe the 
Society of Jesus actually possesses fourteen provinces :— those 
of Rome, Sicily, Naples, Turin, Spain, Paris, Lyons, Belgium, 
England, Austria, Germany, Ireland, Maryland, and Missouri. 
The order reckoned in these provinces, on the Ist of January, V 
1838, 173 establishments and 3067 members; on the lst of 
January, 1841, 211 establishments, and 3565 members ; on the 
lst of January, 1844, 233 establishments, and 4133 members. 
Thus, in the space of six years, there has been an increase of 60 
establishments, and 1066 members. In 1844 the increase was 
still more rapid. In the seven provinces of Rome, Sicily, 
Turin, Paris, Lyons, and Belgium, the only ones concerning 
which the official accounts had reached Rome, the order had an 
accession from the Ist of January, 1844, to the Ist of January, 
1845, of 394 new members. It is at Rome that the General of 
the Order resides, and in that city are concentrated the principal 
establishments. The province of England comprised 140 
Jesuits in 1841, and 164 in 1844. They have here thirty-three 
establishments, viz. houses, colleges, residences, or else simple 
missions. They venture to show themselves less openly in Eng- 
laud than in other countries. The colleges take here the names, 
not of the towns, but of saints, such as St. Ignatius, St. Thomas 
of Canterbury, &c. &c. Their principal establishment is the 
college and seminary of Stonyhurst, in Yorkshire, where there 
are 20 priests, 26 novices, and 14 brothers. The province of 
England has twenty missionaries at Calcutta. The English go- 
vernment protects them as well as the Protestantanissionaries 
when they are able to serve its mercantile views in that part of 
the world, and at this moment it is helping them to founda 
new college, specially destined for China.

The answer to the second question 


W. E. is answered in the accompanying lyphograph of the sword of 
Oliver Cromwell. This weapon is about two feet eight inches long in the 
blade, which is about an inch and a half broad, and half an inch in thick- 
ness. Our artist has given an accurate representation of the ornamental work 
on the blade. It will be seen from the drawing, that on each side of the blade 
the middle figure is different. On the one side it represents, according to the 
nscription, “ Anniballus Cartagus,” and on the other “ Paris Trojanus. On 
one side the inscription nearest the hilt is “ Si Deus pro nobis quis contra nos.’ 
The inscription answering to it on the other side of the blade is partially 
obliterated. The scabbard is of shagreen. We all recollect the description of 
the dagger of the sword of Hudibras: — 


“ This sword a dagger had his page, 
That was but little for his age; 
And therefore waited on him so 
As dwarfs upon knights errant do.” 


This sword of Oliver Cromwell’s has not a dagger for its page, but it evi- 
dently had at some former period, for there is the sheath for the dagger in the 
scabbard near to the hilt. This curious relict of the stern old protector is now 
in possession of Mr, J, Clarke Searle, who has permitted us to take these draw-

He is a lineal descendant of the Cromwell family, belng the grandson 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Vickery, of St. Neots and Huntingdon, who is mentioned in 
Noble’s “ History of the Protectorate House of Cromwell” as one of the grand- 
daughters and coheiresses of Mr. Williams, of Huntingdon, whose descent from 
the Cromwells is there traced. This sword has never been out of the 
family, but has been handed down from dot spe ie to generation as the un- 
doubted sword of the Lord Protector of England. In looking over Noble’s 
history, we find that the other grand-daughter and coheiress of Mr. Wil- 
liams, married the Rev. Mr. Sherard, of St. Neots, a cousin of the Earl of 
Harborough ; and Mr. Sherard’s grandson, C. Sherard, Esq., is at present the 
heir-presumptive to the title. A daughter of Mr. Sherard'’s married the Hon. 
Newton Fellowes, the only brother of the Earl of Portsmouth. That lady has 
been long dead, but her son, H. A, N. Fellowes, Esq., late M.P. for Andover 
will, should he survive his father and his uncle, be Earl of Portsmouth: thus it 
is by no means improbable that two of the descendants of Cromwell may take 
their seats in the House of Peers as representatives of two of our ancient aristo- 
cratic families. It has been the custom to sneer at Cromwell as “ the brewer of 
Huntingdon,” but brewer though he was, he had royal blood in his veins: and if 
the doctrines of legitimacy were carried out to the full extent, Cromwell could 
perhaps show a better right to w statue in the new palace at Westminster than

to be there erected. Oliver Cromwell was the great-grandson of Sir Richard 
Williams, a Welch knight, who was a great favourite at the court of Henry VIII., 
and to whom, at the conclusion of a tilting match, that monarch gave a valuable 
diamond, saying, “ You were always my Dick, now you are my diamond. 
Thomas Cromwell, the prime minister of Henry VII., claimed some sort of re- 
lationship with Sir Richard Williams, and to please him and his royal master, 
Sir Richard consented to take the name of Cromwell, in addition to his own, for 
which he was rewarded by the grant of an estate in Huntingdonshire. He was 
always afterwards mentioned as Sir Richard Willlams, alias Cromwell. The 
family of Sir Richard Williams was very ancient, and his descent from the 
ancient British kings of Weles is set for thatlength inthe “ History of the Protec- 
torate House of Cromwell,” so that the Protector Oliver was descended lineally 
from the old legitimate stock of ancient British monarchs. AA
